Private industry may have its say on how the new law work:

health economist is warning 
that the nuts and bolts of 


Alberta's private health legis 
lation could be heavily influ- 
enced by private surgical com 
panies 

“It’s going to be a full-court 
press — this is the gold rush,” 
said Dr. Richard Plain, a 
University of Alberta health 
economist and outspoken critic 
of Bill 11, the Health Care 
Protection Act 

Plain said the bill's regulations 

which give structure to prin- 
ciples of the law — will be sub 
ject to fierce lobbying efforts 
from private health companies 
who hope to profit from the bill 

“You haven't heard a peep 
from them through all this 
debate because they've had 
Ralph doing all the talking for 
them,” said Plain. “They will be 
in there to try to get the mini- 
mum regulations and the maxi- 
mum latitude and to even have 
regulations that would be bor- 
derline in going opposite to 
what the law says.” 

Bill 11 expands the role of pri- 
vate, for-profit surgical facilities 
by allowing them to take on 
complicated procedures requir- 
ing overnight stays. The bill is 
expected pass third reading 
Thursday. The Klein government 
says the bill will be enacted in 
October, when all surgical con- 
tracts with regional health 
authorities will be renewed. The 
writing of regulations won't 
include public consultations, but 
Plain feels public input is vital. 

“The public needs now to say, 
‘Look, I want to see a cost-bene- 
fit analysis for every surgical 
contract, I want it available and 
I want to see it before you 
approve it and I want an oppor- 
tunity to make representation to 
you and at a two-stage level —

Surgeons, says Health and 
Wellness spokesperson Garth 
Norris.

Match, respectable credentials for 
a Canadian artist trying to crack 
the American mainstream. Despite 
the success garnered south of the 
border, she values her listeners at 
home the most. 

“Canadian fans have always 
been the most loyal because this is 
where I’m from,” she states 
emphatically. She also agrees that 
the Canadian stereotype of being 
polite is true. “They (Americans) 
will chase you down the street 
They will literally run after you, or 
they'll try and grab you or kiss 
you. It’s really kind of daunting, to 
say the least.” 

Her Canuck superiority complex 
stems from what she identifies as a 
better education system, stricter 
government regulations on food 
additives;and-funnier comedians. 
Similarly, she finds a different set 
of attitudes in her business deal- 
ings. 

“They (Americans) always com- 
ment to me, ‘You're not what your 
picture looks like. You're not what 
we expected, you're so polite.’ And 
I go, ‘No I’m not, I’m just 
Canadian,’ and I really believe 
that’s true. It sounds biased, ‘and T 
probably am.” 





She adds, half seriously, “I think 
we are probably more well-spoken 
a lot of the time.

It’s easy to view the singer as 
having built a career on undermin- 
ing expectations.

Johnson explains: “We had to 
locate an office in Italy, which was 
the closest country to us. We were 
running a little late, so we went 
straight to the border to get a visa, 
which we were told was our best 
bet.”

But they don’t get a lot of foreign 
bands in Croatia or Bosnia. One lit- 
tle town we played in, of about 40 
or 50,000 people, had never had a 
band come in from out of the 
country. We packed that bar two 
nights running.” 

“In Doboj, Bosnia, we had a few 
days to promote the show. A few 
metalheads had gotten our CDs 
and made some tapes, so everyone 
knew what we sounded like.” 

This sort of do it yourself, hand- 
made way of putting on a show 
seems appealing to Johnson. The 
overseas music fans, for whom 
any contact with the outside world 
is a major event, lack the jaded 
attitude of Western listeners. 

“The metal guys over there were 
all into the usual stuff, but one guy 
over there kept going on and on 
about how much he loved Bryan 
Adams.

Spoon-playing Buckner 
mellows out 


Along with rough winds shak- 
ing the darling buds of May and 
ubiquitous road construction, a 
sure sign of spring is the biannual 
appearance of singer-songwriter 
Richard Buckner on a local stage. 
Back from a long snap on the 
road that carried him over 
Canada, the U.S. and Europe, 
Buckner returns to his adoptive 
home with a special surprise 
under his arm — a recently com- 
pleted CD based on Spoon River 
Anthology, a collection of poems 
by American writer Edgar Lee 
Masters published in 1915. In it, 
residents of a small-town [linois 
graveyard provide their own eulo- 
gies in verse. 

Buckner says the idea grabbed 
him while he was taking a break 
during the recording of 1997's 
Devotion and Doubt. 

“I was in Tuscon recording 
with the Giant Sand guys. I had 
some time off so I went to this lit- 
tle hotel near Death Valley. 
Howard Hughes built these two 
hunting cabins for him and a 
buddy, so they made the whole 
thing into a hotel... . I loved 
Spoon River and for some reason, 
that turned into my ‘project while 
I was there. But of course I was 
on MCA and I knew they would 
neyer put out a Spoon River 
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THE unique... 
PET, 


Anthology, SO 
T put it aside . 
.. It was the 
first thing f[ 
started work- 
ing on the 
week after 
they dropped 
me.” 

Starting 
from eight- 
track recordings made in his 
Edmonton studio space, Buckner 
booked time with producer/musi- 
cian Tasha Conyertino, wife of 
Giant Sand drummer John 
Convertino. Buckner said the 
whole thing came together so fast 
from the basic recordings — a 
mere four days — guest musi- 
cians had to be waved off. 

“I was going to have Eric 
Heywood (pedal steel player for 
Son Volt) and Brian Standifer, 
Alejandro Escovedo’s cellist on it 
, but I had to call them and tell 
them, ‘hey, man we're done.” 

Buckner says he’s eying early 
fall for a release date on Conver- 
tino’s Convent label and he hopes 
for distribution through Chicago's 
Touch and Go Records. Never 
content to rest, the San Francisco 
native plans to get back on the 
road for part of the summer then 
to head back into the studio 
before taking off again in the fall. 
He says he has a lot-of material 
piled up since he did Since in 
1999. 

“{ didn’t want to give MCA any 
more songs, because we hated 
each other so much. So I have all 
these songs and I kind of want to 










get a record of them out.” 

Buckner’s upcoming. show with 
Calgary's Aaron Booth at the New 
City Likwid Lounge on Saturday, 
May 13 has the potential to fea- 
ture material from the Spoon 
River project, but that’s really up 
to you. 

“It depends on how the crowd 
is. It depends on whether the 
crowd wants to hear some songs 
they never heard before, or if they 
want to hang out and drink and 
hear me and (drummer and wife) 
Penny rock out,” Buckner says. 
“Td like to do some quiet. stuff, I 
hope I get a chance.”

The Womb is a work of 
art in a Web site, created by a col- 
lective of music producers, DJs, 
artists, writers, designers and pro- 
grammers dedicated to the 
growth and development of all 
genres of electronic music, art 
and expression. The ultra-cyber 
intro to this site sets the tone for 
the voyage into the realm of live 
streaming DJ sets, bottomless 
dance music archives and a selec- 
tion of on-line music video from 
acts like WestBam, Luke Slater, 
Richie Hawtin, Underworld and 
the Jungle Brothers. 

In late 1998, The Womb began 
its transformation from an FM 
Radio station in Miami Beach into 
a multimedia Internet broadcast- 
ing station providing uninterrupt- 





ed electronic music and video, 
and quickly earned respect for its 
definitive, diverse and brilliantly 
designed content. 

This resource has more than a 
flashy skin (which is really 
impressive on its own), and unlike 
most sites focused on music, has 
some humanistic content that pro. 
motes awareness for organiza 
tions dedicated to improving qual- 
ity.of life for all. The documentary 
section contains movies viewable 
on line including Venus — Come 
with Me, which takes you into the 
future of music-inspired videos, 
and The Amazonian Project, 
which transports you into the jun- 
gles of the Amazon with a great 
tribal/ambient soundtrack.
